It also would give the fans a chance 
io Observe the relative strength of the 
National and Aimerican leagues. The | 
rivairy was intense in those days— | 
really bitter, Fans came to blows over | 
discussions of the two leagues, In 
the cities where there were two clubs! 
there was a definite division, one go- | 
ing to one league and the other sup- 
porting the opposition. | 

The series was to be the best four | 
our of seven, as is the case now. 

The affair started in Pittsburg, and 
the Pirates won the first three games. 
The American leaguers were down- 
hearted, The National leaguers were 
‘crowing. Then the series switched, | 
and Boston won the next four games | 
straight. 

Often you have noticed, it is likely, 
that the 1903 series, is not listed in 
the records of the world’s series games 
as now played. That is due to there 
having ow official rules or regu- 
lations for games between the rival 
lengues+—no supervision by an_ or- 
ganized body.

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This afternoon at 3:15 o’clock in - 
Egleston hall, Miss Dorothea Spinney 
will read the “Hippolytus” suripides, 
the second in the series of ~three 
being given under the 
auspices of the Drama league. 

In “Hippolytus,” Miss Spinney has 
a theme of greater tenderness than 
in “Medea.” For Hippolytus is a 
beautiful youth. who, worshiping the 
goddess or purity and of the chase, 
scorns and angers the powerful god- 
dess of love: it is the curse of Aph- 
rodite upon him that brings doom not 
only to him but to his beautiful young 
stepmother Phaedra. Everywhere the 
plays of Euripides are full of as- 
tounding understanding of - women; 
but few plays, ancient or modern, 
show more tenderness or deeper 
sympathy with a woman giving love 
deeply and scorned. And a final doom 
comes upon Hippolytus because of 
this imperious scorn.
